The islands in Wollaston lake are usually thickly wooded 
with spruce, banksian pine and birch, Many are low, 
while many rise to altitudes of 100 feet or more.

Navigation 
is dangerous at night, owing to numerous reefs and 
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This bay extends into a gountry, thickly wooded 
with spruce, rising gradually to a rolling forma- 
tion.

The lake is bordered by sand hills rising to fifty feet, 
presenting a park like appearance.
